—The Commune, on Saturday, held a con-
ference with the merchants of Paris, and ac-
cepted their proposition relative to the pay-
ment of obligations.

—The proposal of the French Government
to Germany for an increase in the number
of French troops in Paris consequent upon
disturbances, bas been agreed to.

—Bismarck has informed Thiers that unless
the indemnity is paid beforse the 15th
instant, 80,000 Germans will enter Paris,
suppress the revolution, and remain until the
money is paid.

- Dominion Government has issued
instruotions to admit, on and after April 1,
the following articles [ree: —Coal, eoke, wheat,
flour, salt, peas, beans, rye, oats, Indian corn,
buckwheat, and all other grains; Indian meal,
oat meal, flour or meal of any other grain.

SEVERE FIGHTING IN FRANCE—THE ADVANCING
NATIONALS DRIVEN BACK.

Panis, April 2, Evening, via London, April
3—~0 A, M.—Fighting has been going on at
varieus points since yesterday. In the Place
de la Concorde this morning, cannonuding
was distinotly audible, the sgound coming
from the direction of Neuilly.

The fortress of Mont Valerien opened fire
on the columns of the Nationals, which were
marching on Courbevoie, and kept up a con-
tinuons fire for several hours, to prevent
them from establishing themselves in position
there. The Nationals were finally compelled
to retreat, after suffering considerable loss in
killed and wounded.

A inl despatoh to the London Times
says the fighting at Courbevoie was sharp.
The reports are conflicting as to which side

fired the first shot. The Nationals were at
first driven into Ceurbevoie, where they main-
tained themselves for pome time, protected
by the houses. They were at last shelled ot
by Fort Valerien, and fell back to the bridge
at Neuilly, where they kept up a hot fusillade,

From this ition they were again foreed
to retire, and finally withdrew into the city
and shut the gates, The VerSailles troops
did not attewpt to follow. An estimate, pro-
bably exaggerated, puts the loss of the Na-
tionals at 200,

Mr, Robertson begged the man for God's sake not
to kil him, a8 they now had what they wanted ; and
while he was stlil speaking the other rufMan strack
him a violentblow over the head with what he sup-
posed was a plstol, and rendered him noconscions,
WARNED OF VIOLENCE.
1le atates that he received on Monday mornlng a
letter telling him that violence was intended him,
but thought nothing of it
The questions now are, who attacked him? and at
whoge instigation was tha attack made? Are there
any persons who feared the result of the jar open-
ing? Were the ruffians actuated by a desire to plan-
der, believing the jar's contents to be valuables?

THE WAR OF THE PYGMIES.

Honduras and San Salvador at Sword's
Points,
The petty republics of Honduras and Balva-
dor are again at war. The Panama Star and
Herald saye: —
““In & circular note to the Governments of Guate-
mala, Nicaragua, and Costa Rica, the Minister of
Honduras says that after a conpclllatory note had
been despatched to the Minister of Forelgn AfMairs
of Costa Rioa, accepting the medlation of Costa
Rica for san srrangement between Hondoaras and
Salvador, a notice has been received by the Minister
of War, from the commander of Cholutecs, giving
An account of an act of aggresgion on the night of
the 218t of February, by a force from Salvador, at-
tacking and surprising, in the town of (oascoran, a.
picq]uct of soldiers charged with the care of the rall-
road.
“Thig sudden and unexpected attack, without any
declaration of war, and having admitted the media-
tion of Goatemala and Nlcaragua. proves that Hon-
duras I8 not the aggressor.
“The note ends by eaving that the Goverment of
Honduarag thus finds hergelf under the lmperions ne-
cessity of aceepting the war which has 80 nnjustly
been forced on her, leaving all the responhsibility
with SBalvador.

“In a communication to Salvador, the Minister of
Honduras warns Salvador that the neutrality of the
rallroad has been guarauteed by the Governments
of the United States of America and Great Britain,
‘“Honduras formally declared war agalnst Salva-
dor on the 6th of March, on the basis that the gov-
ernment of Senor Duenas, of Balvador, ias Invaded
the territorv of Homduras without previous decla-
ration of war, even while the mediation of Nicara-
gua and Guatemala had been accepted,”

AN ORDINANCE CREATING A LOAN FOR
THE EXTENSION OF THE WATER
WORKS.

Section 1, The Select und Common Counclls
of the city of Philadelphin do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he Is hereby
authoiized 1o borrow al not less than par, on
the credit of the city, two million one hundred
and twenty-two thousand dollmis for the further
exteneion of the Water Works. For which inte-
rest not to exceed the rate of six per cent. per
annum, shall be paid half-yearly, on the first
days of January and July, at the office of the
City Treasurer.

The principal of said loan shall be payable
and pald at the expiration of thirty years from
the date of the same, and not before without
the consent of the holders thereof; and the
certificates therefor, in the usnal form of the
certificates of city loaa, shall be issued in such
amounts as the lenders may require, but not for
any fractional part of one hundred dollars, or,
it required, amounts of five hundred
or one thousand dollars; and It shall be ex-
preseed in eald certificates that the loan therein
mentioned and the Interest thereof are payable
free from all taxes.

Section 2. Whenever any loan skall be
made by virtue thereof, there shall be b
force of this ordinance annually appropri-
ated out of the income of the corpo-
rate eslates, and from Lhe sum raised by
taxation, a sum suflicient to pay ihe interest on
said certideates; sud the further sum of three-
tenths of one per centum on the par value of
such certificates so issued shall be appropriated
out of sald income and laxes Lo a
nd, which fund and its accumulations
ledged for the redemp-
